3. COMMENT. IT WAS TO BE EXPECTED THAT KULAKOV'Z FAVORABLE 
(IF ELLIPTICAL) REFERENCE TO U.S. ELECTION OUTCOME (REFTEL) 

WOULD BE RAPIDLY REFLECTED IN SOVIET MEDIA COVERAGE. 

KONDRASHOV IS PERFECTLY CONSISTENT WITH KULAKOV, ESPECIALLY 
IN HIS FOCUS ON SALT. AT THE SAME TIME, BY SOIVET STANDARDS 
REACTION HAS COME AT HIGH SPEED. 
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
